WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—AS a re- 
sult of the allied successes during 
the past month, the battle front in 
France, from Rheims to the North 
Sea, has been reduced in length 
more than fifty miles, Gen. March 
told the newspaper men today in his 
mid-week conference.

Spencer Won by 30,844; 12,253 
Democrats, 16,775 Republican 
Voters Expressed No Senate 

Preference. 


Six per cent of the Missouri Dem- 
ocrats and 13 per cent of the Mis- 
souri Republicans who voted at the 
primary election of Aug. 6 were not 
sufficiently interested in the sena- 
torial contest to mark their ballots on 
the senatorial nomination. 

This is shown by comparing the 
vote cast on the senatorship with thc 
total vote recorded for unopposed 
candidates. The official count was 
made public by the Secretary of State 
at Jefferson City yesterday. The 
neglect of the senatorial contest is 
supposed to have come largely from 
those who went to the primary only 
to vote for local candidates. 

Joseph W. Folk’s vote for the 
Democratic senatorial nomination 
was 107,690, while Senator Wilfley 
received 80,009 votes and John C. 
Higdon 7907. Folk’s plurality was 
27,681. The total vote for senatoria! 
candidates was 195,606, and _ the 
vote for Superintendent of Schools 
Lamkin, renominated without oppo- 
sition, was 207,859, leaving a margin 
of 12,253 not voting on the senator- 
ship. 

Former Judge Selden P. Spencer 
got 71,790 votes in the Republican 
senatorial contest, and Col. Jay L. 
‘Torrey 40,946, making Spencer’s ma- 
jority 30,844. The highest Republic- 
an vote, cast for James T. Neville 
for Supreme Court, was 129,511, 
which was 16,775 more than the to- 
tal of votes cast for Spencer and 
Torrey. 

Judge Graves, who was unopposed 
for renomination to the Supreme 
Court on the Democratic ticket, got 
207,767 votes. Samuel A. Baker of 
Jefferson City got 82,257 votes for 
the Republican nomination for Su- 
perintendent of Schools, and Gus H. 
Boehm of Ava got 34,265. 

The votes cast for minor party 
tickets, on which there were no con- 
tests for nominations, were: Social. 
ist, 1414; Prohibition party, 67; So- 
cialist Labor, 54.

300 SCHOOLS 10 TRAIN 
MEN UNDER 21 IN ARMY 


Colleges Will Be Virtually Mili- 
tary Cantonments, Under 
War Department Plan. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Half a 
billion dollars’ worth of educational 
equipment for the training of youths 
under 21 will be placed at the dis- 
posal of the Government in the fall, 
under a plan now being worked out 
by the Committee on Education and 
Special Training of the War De- 
partment. About 300 colleges and 
universities will become virtually mil- 
itary cantonments, where army train- 
ing will proceed hand in hand with 
instruction in the arts and sciences. 

Though the essentials of the plan 
have been agreed upon, the working 
out of details awaits the passage of 
the man-power bill now before Con- 
gress. The general idea is to estab- 
lish student army training corps in 
colleges and universities having a 
male enrollment of 100 and over. In 
reply to a questionnaire sent out by 
the committee, applications for stu- 
dent corps were received from %17 
colleges and universities, of which 
270 have been approved. It is ex- 
pected that most of the others will 
qualify. 

On the approved list for Missouri 
are the University of Missouri, Co- 
lumbia; Washington University, St. 
Louis; Missouri College, Clinton; 
Western Dental College, Kansas City; 
Parke College, Parkeville; Centrai

suspected that he had been recognized. The theory 
is that the subofficer was landed from the subma- 
rine on some little-frequented stretch of our long 
coast liné and made his way to the city as a dis- 
guised and unobserved unit of our population to 
perform service as a spy. 

If the captain is not mistaken, the exploit of 
the officer is not more reckless and impudent 
than that of others who, with greater or less 
secrecy, have served the cause of Prussianism in 
this country. It shows how vital it is that there 
shall be no relaxation in vigilance against enemy 
effort at home, despite our distance from the 
scene of the fighting. Without co-operation, as- 
sistance and suggestions from others domiciled 
among us, this spy would speedily come to grief. 
Obviously, there is a remnant of the before<he- 
war spy system in this country which can be 
utilised in facilitating the movements and gen- 
eral errand of such emissaries direct from the 
fatherland. 

There will be perfl for our war organtzation, 
both at home and abroad, until this remnant is 
uprooted and destroyed.

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KIPLING HAS COME BACK. 

The Fountain of Youth is not a myth—Rudyard 
Kipling has bathed in it and has come back to us. 

Just when the creator of Ortheris and Mulvaney 
and Dinah Ghadd lapsed into a temporary Jotage 
would be hard to say. It was some years ago. The 
change was so gradual that it was not observed 
at first. In our bewilderment we suddenly dis- 
covered that he was trying to write for our heads 
and was no longer able to touch our hearts. In- 
comprehensible that he, of all men, didn’t know 
that his surest passport to our heads was through 
our hearts! 

We began to fear that his own head was turned: 
that, somehow, he had become convinced it was 
not the dignified thing to associate longer with In- 
dian water boys or to endow railroad locomotives 
with sentience. He tarned pulpiteer and hectored 
us and we, who had learned to love the campfire 
voice of a beloved cimrade, were amazed when 


: we tried to catch it In the stilted phrasing of the 


exhorter at the market place. 

Now, however, we are beginning to find out 
what was the matter. Mr. Kipling had commit- 
ted the blunder that a great many literary men 
commit. He had imagined that a great success 
at one thing predicated a probable success at 
everything. He got away from first principles. 
Pre-eminently qualified to find universal truths in 
elemental human nature, he fancied he could re- 
verse the process, could build as surely with the 
abstract as he had once builded with the con- 
crete. So he became dull and prosy and uninter- 
esting and disappointing. 

Tt wasn't much of a miracle that brought his re- 
demption. It was nothing more than a motor ride 
with an Amegican doughboy down an historic

danger of minimizing in the future the-strength 
it adds to the Entente cause. 

Deception of the German people on this point 
can have no further success. The extent to which 
the cruel disillusion of the nation has gone is 
marked in the admission that the recent allied 
successes are due to American aid. What has 
been for months predicted in this country as the 
inevitable result of the awakening of the Ger- 
man public to the truth is already coming to 
pass. 

Savagely, daringly, a Hamburg newspaper de- 
nounces the Potsdam junker gang for the colos- 
sal series of lies it told for the delusion of the 
people. The gang did not even show the quali- 
ties of a plausible, consistent liar. Its falsehoods 
did not hold together. 

It first said that America would never declare 
war and that Germany’s stupid stand in antag- 
onizing it would deter neutrals from siding with 
the Entente. But when America did declare war 
the gang said we would never attempt to send 
any formidable force to Europe. When America 
did prepare to send such a formidable force, the 
shifty gang said the submarines would get ’em. 
Americans began to arrive by hundreds of thou- 
sands in Europe and the gang pretended that a 
submarine blockade would starve England and 
France and along with them the American sol- 
diers landed in those countries. Since the al- 
leged blockade began, France and England have 
never been farther from starvation than at 
present. 

Not to underestimate the strength of the enemy 
is the first of military axioms. From the very 
start of the war the militarist Junkers have ig- 
nored the axiom. Roused too late to a sense of 
what was impending, the General Staff last spring 
began a frantic effort to record successes before 
the Americans could give the allies preponder- 
ance in numbers and fighting machines. That 
effort has failed. The preponderating numbers 
are now on the ground. Every week increases 
Potsdam’s inferiority. 

“The German people are now paying for all 
this,” says the Hamburg paper in outlining the 
proportions of the system of popular deception. 
They must pay for this, and much more. The 
day of reckoning is much nearer than they sus- 


pect. 
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This is only a tentative suggestion, but per- 
haps the Prohibitionists would be willing to go 
down in their own pockets and make up any de- 
ficit in tax revenue which may be caused by the 
closing of saloons.

MORE SUGAR SAVERS. 


By U. S. Food Administration. 
N so far as we are able, we must |
